UTICA, N. Y., June 30— (IN S )—Auto­ 
mobile drivers suffer from enlarged 
egos according to Dr. Richard Hutch­ 
ings, superintendent of the Utica State 
Hospital, the oldest institution for the 
insane in the state and o h o o f the old­ 
est in the United States. 
Doctor Hutchings was asked to give 
the psychological reactions of a motor­ 
ist in a letter written to him by H. R. 
Beebe, commissioner of public safety 
in Utica. 
The com m issioner’s letter: 
“I am beginning to reach the con­ 
clusion that most automobilists have a 
complex which 
changes their whole 
of thought and their whole 
when they enter an automo­ 
bile. 
“A man who will be reasonable anti 
courteous on the sidewalk, who will 
apologize if he jostles you, who will 
step to one side in order to let another 
pass, completely loses these charac­ 
teristics when he gets behind a wheel. 
As soon as he is there, he becomes a 
crowding, pushing kind 
of 
person, 
without the slightest regard for the 
courtesy of the road, or of the safety 
of himself or others. In the relations 
of the motorists with 
this 
office, 
I 
learn each day of people who are com ­ 
pletely law-abiding so long as they 
are afoot and who have a complete 
disregard for law when motoring. 
“Does 
something happen to their 
minds? Does the sense of power, the 
abilfty to create speed, the fancied 
necessity of saving a few 
worthless 
minutes actually produce a change in 
personality? 
“I grow more bewildered each day 
over 
traffic 
problems. 
I 
wish 
you 
would tell me if it can be that a mental 
change actually takes place when one 
temporarily ceases to be a pedestrian.” 
Dr. H utchings’ reply: 
“ You have raised a question difficult 
to answer in a brief statement. I don’t 
know all that constitutes the automo­ 
bile driver’s complex, for there is such 
a thing. The part that I think I know 
is derived from my knowledge of psy­ 
chology. 
“ It is a familiar experience that a 
person has a tendency to enter into 
the situation in which he finds himself 
and assum es a n* w personality, dif­ 
ferent from what his ordinary o n e is 
at other times. This is well illustrated 
in the behavior of individuals in mobs 
and panics. This is particularly true 
of people who are not well matured 
emotionally and that is a condition 
more commonly 
present 
in 
adoles­ 
cence. When one grows older and has 
matured, his emotional feelings are 
less likely to Ik* influenced than is the 
case with a younger man. 
In other 
words, he acquires better poise and 
judgment, and 
he 
withdraws 
from 
situations which promise to bring on 
disaster. 
“When one gets behind the w he el of 
a 
high-power automobile, the power 
within the machine itself enters into 
his personality. The power which he 
can generate in the machine becomes 
transferred to power within himself. 
His ego becomes enlarged; he is all 
powerful; the rights of others become 
in the sam e degree insignificant; he 
becomes impatient with anything that 
balks or hinders him such as slow 
traffic and red lights. It may in* said 
that he has become intoxicated with a 
feeling of power — alm ost 
of 
omni­ 
potence. 
“ In thiH mood, a pedestrian is an 
annoyance to him. The pedestrian has 
no right to get in his way and he will 
take chances in his driving which he 
knows are dangerous, but which he 
disregards under the influence of his
